Tho Chinaman lolied 
and the Sikh constable pursued him as far 
asthe junotion of roads just by the Man- 
On Insurance Office. Here the Indian 
constable appears to havo lost his -head as 
woll as his prisoner, and a collision occurred 
between the conatablo and a number of 
Chinese in the strest. Some other Indian 
niembers of the force who were on duty in 
tho neighbourhood came to the assistance 
ofthe constable who had beon mobbed, and 
a kind of free fight scoms to have been car- 
ried on until tho’ arrival “of Sergeunt 
Robertson and his detachment. Stones and 
tiles were slowered down upon the polico 
from the roofs of the neighbouring Chineso 
houses, and one of the Indian Sergeants re- 
ceived avather savere cub on the head from 
ono of these missiles, The crowd of Chinesa 
gathered in the stro:t, numbering several 
indrods, joined in tho mdlev, picking up 
the stones and broken tiles in the street and 
throwing then at the five or six Indian 
constables who had gone t the reseus of 
their countryman. A second and stronger 
detachment of polico wore sont from the 
Central Station about a quarter before 
twelveoclock, but were not required, us the 
row ceased upon the appearance of the first 
aquad upon the scene of action, It is pro- 
bable that the disturbance, which might 
havo ended much more seriously, was caused 
“by the injudicious conduct” of the Indian 
constabje who was the original cause of the 
affray. Five of the Chiuesa who were 
engaged in the stone throwing were ap- 
prehended, and will probably be brought 
before the magistrate on Monday morn 
ing. :

Foreigners, on the contrary, who wish to 
enjoy the’ benefits of tho conquest will 
think it only fair to support thoir shure’ of 
the burden. Thore is nothing in this con-.

TRANSPORT BY ELECTRICITY. 

In the hall of the Suciey of Arts of 
Wednesday night, under the presidency of 
Sir F. Abel, Professor Fleeming Jenkin,

COLLISION AND LOSS OF LIFE IN 
THE CHANNEL. | 

On the night of the 17th May the Greek 
steamer Nicholas Vayliane, about 1,600 
tons burthen, and buund to London, put 
into Dover harbuur, attended by two tugs, 
having beon in collision in the Channel 
with the screw-steamer Hespasian, of Lon- 
don, outward bound. Both vessels sua- 
tained a grest deal of damage, especially 
the Nicholas Vagliano. The . collision 
occurred under somewhat peculiar circum- 
stances. Although it was clear overhead it 
was hazy on the water. According to the 
statements of those on board the Fagliane 
they were. about eff Beachy Head when 
the collision occurred, stesining at a mo- 
derate specd, The noise of the screw of au 
approaching steamer could’ be distinctly 
hoard for two ov threo minutes before the 
sollision actually occurred, but no danger 
was apprehended, us the vessel appeared to 
be on tho port buw. Suddenly, however, 
the Hespsiuy was seen emerging from a 
dense ‘ bank’? of fog not niore than o dis.

Gannie Jeffara, queen of the gypsies of 
the United Statos, disd at Grventield, 
Tenv., on March 10th,‘ and was’ buried 
here. to-day (April 27th). ‘Tho gypsies oxo 
encamped ‘all about the city to the number 
of about 1,500, trovolling by wagon From all 
parts of the country. ‘The queen was’ om- 
balmed and lad. out in Nashville, Tenn., 
immodintely upon her death, and when 
brought to thia city, whero hor tribs own 
consiclerabla property aud large lob in 
Woodland Comvtery, where lics buried-a 
formor queen and king of tho gypsy, tribes 
in this nation, sho looked benutiful indeed, 
pho was in a handsome ousket inade of 
the finest wood, lined with the finest silks 
aud sqtins, and decorated with, gold and 
jowols, In the, cometery, where she was 
buriod ‘to-day amid the moat touching acd 
imposing ceromonies, tho lot belonging to 
tho «spsies is marked by an oxquisite 
monument of granite, shipped hero: from 
Greece, The funeral procession, which 
‘was composed ontircly of gypsies, formed 
in the northern scotion of the ‘city and 
marched to: the southern extremity of tho 
city, whore tho cemetery is located. Tho. 
crowd uf people was immense. «At. the 
ftave u rope Was stretehid utound it, leav- 
ing an inclusura large enough for the 
mourners to stand. ‘Che crowd surged up 
ayainat this rope, bending it almost to 
breaking. ‘The mounds in the vicinity 
were trodden on; boys and mon sat on 
tombstones and filled the trees and every 
place that would afford an opporsunity of 
ruving what was going on. Tho funeral 
services wore Christian, being conducted 
by one of the leading pastors of this city 
with the choir of his church, Tho wife of 
the reverend gontleman accompanied the 
mourning husband. The grave was sunk 
in the ground about ten feot, It wna 
a siyaaro pit about ton by vight feet in 
dimensions, At the bottom wna a box 
made of stone slabs and in this box the 
j coffin was Jaid by tho ado of nother, -that 
jofa daughter of the “deceasud, She was 
only 10 years old and divt in 1803, Lub 
the boty bad been exhumed te be placed 
beside the .mouthor. There were atifled 
cries and sobs as the mourners gathored 
abuat the grave and several broke,out in 
foud cries.4s the coftin was lowered, Tho 
preacher referred to tho doceasod, whom 
he had knowg personally in life.
